Gentlemen — The  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  have  the 
honor  to  respectfully  submit  herewith  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  Fire  Department  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  being  the 
Twenty-second  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commis- 
sioners, and  the  Forty-seventh  Annual  Report  of  the  Fire 
Department. 

Tables  are  herewith  submitted  showing  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1905,  as  well  as  esti- 
mates covering  requirements  for  the  year  1906. 

The  record  for  the  year  1905  shows  1,463  alarms  and  fires. 

Embodied  herein  and  forming  part  of  this  report  will  be 
found  the  report  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  the  various  recom- 
mendations contained  therein,  which  have  been  embodied  in 
previous  reports,  have  the  hearty  endorsement  and  approval 
of  this  Board,  as  they  look  to  the  welfare  and  protection  of  the 
lives  and  property  of  the  citizens  of  Baltimore,  and  it  is  sin- 
cerely hoped  that  your  Honorable  Body  will  give  the  same 
your  most  careful  and  immediate  consideration. 

The  Department,  as  it  stands,  has  never  been  better  equipped 
for  the  performance  of  the  arduous  duties  assigned  it;  the 
absolute  necessity  of  adequate  protection  in  all  parts  of  the  city 
is,  however,  still  far  from  full,  and  it  is  the  aim  of  this  Board 
to  furnish  the  citizens  of  this  city  with  the  requisite  fire  pro- 
tection absolutely  needed. 

The  physical  condition  of  the  Department  during  the  year 
has  been  greatly  strengthened  by  additional  apparatus,  as  well 
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as  the  apparatus  in  service  being  equipped  with  the  latest  and 
most  improved  fire-fighting'  appliances. 

During  the  year  the  Department  was  inspected  by  a  commit- 
tee representing  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters,  the 
recommendations  of  which  have  been  carried  out  as  far  as 
possible. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph, 
submitted  herewith,  sets  forth  at  length  the  work  performed 
by  that  branch  of  the  service  during  the  year,  improvements 
made  and  the  present  condition,  to  which  your  attention  is 
respectfully  invited. 

The  Board  desires  to  record  their  appreciation  of  the  increase 
granted  in  the  salaries  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the 
Department  generally,  but  respectfully  renew  their  recommen- 
dation for  an  increase  in  the  salaries  of  linemen,  assistant  line- 
men, hostlers  and  assistant  hostlers. 

The  Board  renews  their  recommendation  for  the  appointment 
of  two  additional  District  Engineers ;  also  for  an  additional 
man  in  Nos.  i,  3,  5,  7,  8,  9,  10,  n,  12,  13,  14  Engine  Companies, 
and  Nos.  1  and  2  Hook  and  Ladder  Companies. 

To  the  Chief  Engineer,  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm  Tele- 
graph, Secretary  and  officers  and  members  of  the  Department 
generally,  the  Board  desires  to  record  their  appreciation  of  the 
service  rendered  at  all  times.

To  the  Honorable  The  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners. 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  An- 
nual Report  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  it  being  the  Forty-seventh 
Annual  Report  of  the  paid  Fire  Department. 


The  number  of  alarms  and  fires  attended  were  as  follows : 
Box  alarms,  972;  silent  or  verbal  alarms,  360;  also  special 
alarms,  which  were  for  fires  extinguished  by  others  than  mem- 
bers of  the  Department,  but  inspected  to  see  that  they  had  been 
entirely  extinguished,  131 ;  making  a  total  of  1,463  alarms  and 
fires  to  which  the  attention  of  the  Fire  Department  had  been 


As  compared  with  1904,  there  was  a  decrease  of  19  alarms. 

The  fires  for  the  year  were  classified  as  follows :  In  brick, 
stone  or  iron  buildings,  1,205;  m  wooden  buildings,  no;  in

No.  26  Engine  Company  will  be  placed  in  service  on  January 
19,  1906,  at  the  corner  of  Leadenhall  and  West  streets,  the  de- 
lay in  placing  company  in  active  service  due  to  delay  in  comple- 
tion of  respective  quarters. 

HORSES. 

There  are  at  present  in  service  213  horses.  Of  this  number, 
191  are  assigned  to  the  several  companies  and  22  are  held  in 
reserve  for  emergencies  which  are  constantly  arising  by  reason 
of  sickness  and  accidents.  Twenty-six  horses  were  purchased 
during  the  year  and  8  were  condemned  and  4  died.  One  hun- 
dred and  sixty-five  cases  of  sickness  and  injury  were  treated 
at  Department  hospital. 

EIRE  HYDRANTS. 

According  to  reports  of  the  Water  Department,  there  are 
available  for  service  2,481  fire  hydrants,  an  increase  over  1905 
of  146  hydrants.  The  number  of  hydrants  is  still  inadequate, 
and  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the  Water  Department 
be  again  requested  to  proceed  with  the  work  of  increasing  the 
number  of  hydrants  at  points  heretofore  designated  by  this 
Department.

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RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  purchase  of  an  additional  fire-boat,  to  be  built  of  steel, 
of  greater  capacity  than  the  one  now  in  service,  to  be  equipped 
with  a  full  complement  of  officers  and  men,  and  organized  as 
an  Engine  Company  of  the  Department,  to  be  located  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  foot  of  Covington  street. 

The  quarters  of  the  present  fire-boat  (No.  16  Engine  Com- 
pany) rebuilt. 

Engine  Companies  installed  in  the  following  vicinities :

The  installation  of  200  fire-alarm  boxes. 
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The  installation  of  a  pipe  line  system  to  cover  an  area 
bounded  by  Jones'  Falls,  Saratoga  street,  Eutaw  street,  Barre 
street  to  the  water  front,  with  pumping  station  to  operate  same. 

The  installation  of  flush  hydrants  to  be  placed  in  the  centre 
of  cross  streets  same  as  at  present  installed  at  Boston,  Mass. 
These  hydrants  remove  the  objection  of  hydrant  stocks  on  the 
narrow  sidewalks  and  congested  district. 

The  appointment  of  an  assistant  superintendent  of  ma- 
chinery, with  rank  and  salary  the  same  as  captain.  The  posi- 
tion of  driver  of  supply  wagon  be  created  with  salary  of 
$950.00  per  annum. 

Herewith  submitted,  as  part  of  this  report,  are  statistical 
tables  relative  to  the  work  performed  by  the  several  companies, 
record  of  fires,  causes,  casualties,  etc. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  thank  the  Board  for  the  many 
courtesies  extended ;  the  clerical  force  for  the  prompt  and 
efficient  manner  in  which  the  clerical  work  of  the  Department 
is  performed ;  and  the  uniformed  force  for  its  untiring  devotion 
to  the  best  interest  of  the  service  at  all  times. 

The  officers  and  members  of  the  Fire  Insurance  Salvage 
Corps  have  my  thanks  for  the  assistance  rendered. 

I  desire  to  extend  my  thanks  for  the  cooperation  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Police  Department  in  which  they  have  assisted  this 
Department  in  the  discharge  of  its  duties.

Baltimore,  January  i,  1906. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners. 

GentlEmkn — You  will  be  pleased  to  know  that  the  operation 
of  this  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1905, 
has  not  shown  less  efficiency  than  the  record  of  the  years  pre- 
ceding exhibited. 

Your  liberal  consideration  of  the  recommendations  for  main- 
tenance has  encouraged  constant  attention  to  every  branch  of, 
the  service  and  continued  the  improvements  whicji  has  kept 
the  service  in  a  commendable  state  of  efficiency. 

Circuits,  both  overhead  and  underground,  have  been  free 
from  interruption  to  a  remarkable  degree,  and  the  condition  of 
large  gongs  and  other  equipment  in  engine  houses  has  been 
highly  satisfactory. 

The  wiring  of  Engine  Houses  2,  11,  20,  Hook  and  Ladder 
6  and  11,  and  1  Chemical,  has  been  renewed,  improved  light 
and  stall  trips  substituted  for  the  devices  that,  on  acount  of  the 
unserviceable  condition  requiring  frequent  repairs,  did  not 
provide  reliable  action  to  prevent  confusion  and  delay  in  re- 
sponding to  an  alarm.  Some  repairs  to  the  equipment  in  other 
houses  have  been  made,  and,  with  your  approval,  this  work  will 
be  continued  until  modern  methods  replace  the  objectionable 
conditions  in  the  older  houses.

The  total  number  of  boxes  now  in  service  is  523.  Of  these, 
212  are  on  underground  circuits.  Anticipating  the  extension 
of  the  subway  service,  new  boxes  are  provided  with  under- 
ground connection  to  the  nearest  pole,  employing  this  method 
of  construction  in  the  interest  of  greater  security  to  the  lines 
and  advantage  to  property  in  the  neighborhood. 

With  the  exception  of  several  slight  faults,  the  underground 
service  has  been  satisfactory.  9,135  feet  of  cable  was  laid  for 
new  boxes,  1,291  feet  for  extension  of  the  individual  gong 
circuit,  and  2,761  feet  for  repairs.  A  considerable  part  of  that 
taken  out  on  account  of  defects  was  placed  in  service  after  re- 
moving the  damaged  sections. 

Six  poles  were  used  to  connect  new  boxes,  and  10  to  replace 
others  found  insecure. 

Eight  miles  of  covered  wire  were  strung  to  renew  bare  wire 
in  telephone  circuits,  and  2  miles  connecting  new  boxes. 
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The  appropriation  for  cable  will  enable  us  to  divide  three 
of  the  longest  circuits  and  change  40  boxes  from  overhead  to 
underground  service.  This  work  is  all  in  the  western  section  of 
the  city,  and  will  be  a  very  important  improvement  in  our  ser- 
vice. 

Plans  for  making  the  position  of  street  boxes  more  con- 
spicuous by  the  addition  of  electric  lights,  changing  fire-alarm 
boxes  to  positions  independent  of  police  apparatus,  the  instal- 
lation of  a  new  register  for  recording-  signals  from  boxes,  an 
instrument  for  automatically  testing  the  open  circuits  are  com- 
pleted, and  will  be  added  to  our  equipment  during  the  year. 

The  street  boxes,  with  a  few  exceptions,  have  been  re- 
painted. This  work  is  being  done  in  the  office  where  the  paint 
can  be  thoroughly  hardened  before  taking  out,  securing  much 
more  satisfactory  results  than  we  experienced  when  the  paint- 
ing was  done  outside  under  contract.  The  color  stands  better, 
and  the  well-seasoned  paint  permits  the  doors  to  be  opened 
without  the  help  of  a  tool  to  free  them  from  the  effects  of  partly 
dried  pigment.  The  experiment  has  been  so  satisfactory  that 
this  method  of  renewing  the  color  should  be  adopted  as  a 
standard. 

The  zealous  and  intelligent  performance  of  duty  on  the  part 
of  the  operating  and  line  force  is  shown  in  the  sucessfnl  results 
of  the  telegraph  department  during  the  year,  and  I  gratefully 
acknowledge  my  appreciation  of  your  generous  consideration 
of  my  efforts  to  merit  your  confidence.

Office  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners, 

Baltimore,  January  i,  1907. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

Gentlemen  :  The  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  beg  to 
submit  herewith  for  your  consideration  the  report  of  the  opera- 
tion of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1906,  together  with  the  recommendations  for  such 
additions  and  improvements,  as,  in  their  judgment,  are  abso- 
lutely essential  for  the  proper  protection  of  the  life  and  prop- 
erty of  the  citizens  of  Baltimore. 

Schedules  are  submitted  herewith  showing  receipts  and 
disbursements  for  year  mentioned,  as  well  as  estimate  cover- 
ing requirements  for  the  year  1907. 

The  reports  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Superintendent  of 
Telegraph,  covering  the  work  of  their  respective  branches,  are 
submitted  herewith,  and  the  recommendations  set  forth  therein 
meet  with  the  hearty  approval  of  the  Board. 

During  the  year  the  apparatus  of  the  department  has  been 
thoroughly  overhauled  and  repaired  generally,  and  no  effort 
has  been  spared  to  keep  the  apparatus  and  horses  of  the  service 
up  to  the  highest  state  of  efficiency. 

The  physical  condition  of  the  department  during  the  year 
has  been  materially  strengthened  by  additional  apparatus,  as 
well  as  the  apparatus  of  the  service  being  equipped  with  the 
latest  and  most  improved  fire-fighting  appliances. 

The  Board  desires  to  respectfully  renew  their  recommenda- 
tions heretofore  set  forth  in  the  annual  report  of  the  depart- 
ment as  follows: 
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The  salaries  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  department 
generally  be  increased  to  those  paid  in  cities  of  similar  size. 

The  appointment  of  two  additional  District  Engineers. 

The  appointment  of  an  additional  man  in  each  of  the  follow- 
ing companies:  Nos.  I,  3,  5.  7,  8,  9,  10,  11,  12,  13  and  14 
Engine  Companies,  and  Nos.  1  and  2  Hook  and  Ladder  Com- 
panies. 

The  number  of  Probationary  Firemen  be  increased  to  30. 

In  the  past  year  a  number  of  promotions,  retirements  and 
removals  have  been  made  looking  to  the  increased  efficiency 
of  the  service. 

Meritorious  work  upon  the  part  of  individual  members  has 
been  duly  recognized,  and  the  manual  force  of  the  department 
is  tho/oughly  proficient. 

The  Board  desires  to  extend  to  the  Chief  Engineer,  Superin- 
tendent of  Telegraph,  Secretary,  and  the  officers  and  members 
of  the  department  generally  their  appreciation  of  the  most 
excellent  service  rendered  at  all  times.

Gentlemen  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the 
annual  report  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  it  being  the  forty-eighth 
annual  report  of  the  paid  Fire  Department. 

FIRES. 

During  the  year  1906  the  department  was  called  upon  to 
respond  to  1,373  alarms. 

As  compared  with  1905,  there  was  a  decrease  of  90  alarms. 

The  fires  for  the  year  are  classified  as  follows :

The  liorscs  of  the  department  have  been  given-  special  atten- 
tion, and  w  ith  very  few  exceptions,  are  in  excellent  condition. 

There  are  now  in  service  and  in  reserve  224  horses,  36  having 
been  purchased  during  the  year  to  replace  those  condemned  as 
unfit  for  the  service  from  various  causes,  and  5  died  from  sick- 
ness or  injury. 

FIRE:  HYDRANTS. 

During  the  year  160  new  fire  hydrants  were  placed  in  ser- 
vice, making  a  total  number  now  in  service  of  2,678. 

The  number  of  fire  hydrants  should  be  largely  increased,  and 
I  have  to  respectfully  suggest  that  the  attention  of  the  Water 
Department  be  called  to  requests  for  additional  fire  hydrants, 
which  have  been  made  during  the  year. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  purchase  of  an  additional  fireboat,  to  be  built  of  steel, 
and  of  greater  capacity  than  the  one  at  present  in  service,  to  be 
equipped  with  a  full  complement  of  officers  and  men,  and  or- 
ganized as  an  engine  company,  located  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
foot  of  Covington  street. 

The  quarters  of  the  present  fireboat  (Xo.  16  Engine  Com- 
pany) rebuilt.

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  FIRE- 
ALARM  TELEGRAPH 
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REPORT 


Baltimore,  January  i,  1907. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners. 

Gentlemen:  During  the  year  ending  December  31,  1906, 
the  telegraph  service  maintained  its  reputation  for  efficiency  in 
all  branches. 

Wires,  batteries  and  machinery  were  at  all  times  in  condi- 
tion for  prompt  service,  only  one  error  occurred  during  the 
year,  and  that  due  to  a  defective  cable  head. 

Box  circuits  have  been  tested  regularly  and  on  each  inspec- 
tion found  remarkably  free  from  faults. 

Circuits  are  tested  with  Volt  and  Ammeters  at  regular  inter- 
vals during  the  day  and  night,  and  doubtful  conditions  of  in- 
sulation or  conductivity  are  followed  until  the  location  and 
cause  is  ascertained  and  removed.  Several  faults  that  might 
have  caused  failure  of  a  box  to  register,  were  anticipated  by 
these  tests,  inspiring  confidence  and  increasing  the  interest  of 
the  operators  in  the  use  of  the  instruments. 

A  record  of  the  tests  is  kept,  dating  back  to  April,  from  which 
comparisons  are  made,  and,  in  time,  a  standard  of  efficiency  will 
be  adopted. 

Linemen  have  been  employed  during  the  year  in  improving 
the  condition  of  overhead  lines,  changing  defective  cross  arms, 
reinstating  where  necessary  and  trimming  trees  that  interfered 
with  the  proper  passing  of  wires. 

Overcrowding  of  poles  at  the  intersection  of  streets  having 
reached  a  point  requiring  a  change  in  methods  of  construction 
where  fire  alarm  circuits  were  involved,  the  several  commercial 
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interests  have  been  notified  to  make  necessary  changes,  and 
such  places  as  are  considered  dangerous,  or  interfering  with 
convenient  access  to  fire  alarm  wires  are  watched  until  required 
alterations  are  completed. 

Maps  of  all  circuits  are  completed  and  are  being  traced  for 
blue  prints.  In  future,  changes  to  correspond  to  altered  con- 
ditions on  account  of  extensions,  new  boxes,  etc..  will  be  made 
so  that  the  routes  of  the  several  circuits  may  be  followed  with 
confidence.  In  addition,  the  location  of  the  poles  carrying  fire 
alarm  wires  is  being  mapped,  the  poles  of  the  department  as  also 
those  belonging  to  telephone  companies,  and  others,  being  dis- 
tinguished by  appropriate  colors. 

Fire  alarm  boxes  were  installed  as  follows : 

71 — Eagle  and  Monroe  streets. 
897 — Garrison  and  Belle  avenues. 
387 — Pine  and  George  streets. 
122 — Calvert  and  Saratoga  streets. 

73 — Lansdowne  and  Monroe  streets. 

641 —  Barney  and  Johnson  streets. 

642 —  Barney  and  Jackson  streets. 
619 — Fort  avenue  and  Jackson  street. 
299 — Lakewood  avenue  and  Oliver  street. 

8 — Erdman  avenue,  near  Oldham  avenue. 
8221 — Harford  road  and  Atlantic  avenue. 

Total  number  of  boxes  in  service,  531.  The  work  of  the 
commission  having  in  charge  the  building  of  the  new  docks 
compelled  the  removal  of  Box  131.  The  completion  of  this 
enterprise  will  cause  further  changes  in  boxes,  which  is  pro- 
vided for  when  the  wharves  are  ready  for  them. 

Xo.  17  Engine  House  was  rewired  for  lighting,  and  some 
additions  to  the  installations  of  Xos.  2,  5,  8.  9,  15,  18  made. 

One  two-horse-power  motor  for  the  compressed  air  device 
attached  to  Xo.  2  Truck  was  installed  under  the  supervision  of 
this  department. 

In  addition  to  the  telegraph  service,  stall  and  lighting  trips 
were  placed  in  quarters  of  Xos.  26,  27,  28  Engine  Companies. 
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All  wiring  has  been  done  in  the  most  substantial  manner  and 
according  to  modern  methods  of  construction. 

To  maintain  the  efficiency  of  the  circuits,  six  defective  poles 
were  removed,  700  cross  arms  with  new  glass  substituted  for 
others  found  unserviceable,  12  miles  covered  wire,  1,250  feet 
13  wire,  and  1,811  feet  2  wire  used  in  renewal  work. 

815  feet  13  wire,  565  feet  2  wire,  and  980  feet  electric  light 
cable  used,  installing  new  engine  houses  and  some  necessary 
changes. 

10,300  feet  2  wire  cable  laid  for  new  boxes. 

An  experimental  electrical  light  was  placed  on  Box  4.  Cal- 
vert and  Baltimore  streets,  and  a  combination  gas  and  box  post 
erected  at  the  corner  of  Monument  street  and  Plover  alley  in 
August.  Both  of  these  installations  have  met  favorable  com- 
ments from  citizens,  and  an  extension  of  the  plan  for  making 
alarm  boxes  conspicuous  at  night  is  recommended. 

The  restoration  of  the  salaries  of  the  operators  is  earnestly 
recommended.  Their  claim  for  recognition  of  faithful  and 
intelligent  service  is  justified  by  the  increased  cost  of  living  and 
the  general  increase  of  salaries  and  wages  in  private  enter- 
prises. The  favorable  consideration  asked  is  not  in  reality  an 
increase  in  their  salaries,  but  will  be  a  merited  acknowledgment 
of  zealous  and  cheerful  performance  of  duty.  Their  duties  and 
responsibilities  have  increased  with  the  extension  of  the  depart- 
ment, and  the  improved  method  of  testing  wires,  locating  faults 
and  use  of  the  instruments  for  such  information  as  enables  us 
to  anticipate  interruption  to  circuits  and  secure  reliable  working 
conditions  at  all  times,  places  them  in  the  class  recognized  as 
experts  in  commercial  telegraph  offices,  whose  compensation 
exceeds  that  allowed  operators  in  this  department. 

During  the  year  the  break  wheels  in  147  alarm  boxes  were 
changed  to  enable  the  Chief  Engineer  provide  a  more  syste- 
matic arrangement  of  location  of  signals.  This  work  was  com- 
pleted in  four  days  without  interruption  or  error.  The  final 
test  showed  every  box  in  circuit  with  the  new  signal  as  planned.

836  alarms  were  received  which,  with  one  exception,  due  to 
a  defective  cable  head,  were  promptly  transmitted  to  the  com- 
panies. The  faulty  terminal  has  been  removed  and  a  more 
reliable  device  substituted. 

With  the  installation  of  the  new  recording  registers,  the 
equipment  will  embrace  all  modern  appliances,  and  the  prin- 
cipal expense  in  the  immediate  future  will  be  in  the  extension  of 
the  underground  system,  for  which  plans  have  been  prepared. 

Your  generous  consideration  of  the  importance  of  this  branch 
of  the  service  has  made  possible  the  record  of  another  successful 
year.
